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THE PROBABLE IDENTITY OF THE DAUGHTERS 
OF ROGER CHANDLER OF DUXBURY, MASS.

The Mayflower Descendant (Vol. ll, p. 129) shows that 
Roger Chandler, say-worker, single man, from Colchester 
in England, married Isabel Chilton, single woman, from 
Canterbury in England, on July 21, 1615, in Leyden, Hol- 
land. Henry and Morton Dexter, in The England and Hol- 
land of the Pilgrims (1906) state that Roger Chandler, 
his wife Isabella, and children Samuel and Sarah, were 
living in Zevenhuysen, Leyden, on October 15, 1622. The 
New England Historical and Genealogical Register (Vol. 
63, p. 201) gives the baptism of Isabell, daughter of 
James Chilton, on January 15, 1586, at St. Paul's Church 
Canter bury, England. Bradford in his history Of Plim- 
outh Plantation states that James Chilton, his wife and 
daughter Mary, came on the Mayflower, and that "They had 
an other doughter, y” was maried, came afterward." 

Plymouth Colony Records show that Roger Chandler was 
taxed 9 s. on March 25, 1633, and that he was listed as 
a freeman of Duxbury the same year. He was granted land 
in Duxbury on November 2, 1640, was living there in Feb- 
ruary, 164), when he sold land, and on May 5, 1646, he 
sued Kenelme Winslow for his daughter's clothes which 
Winslow "detaineth upon pretence of some further service 
which he required of her." The court ordered Winslow to 
deliver the clothes. Chandler's name appears on a list 
of freemen of Duxbury made about 1658. He died before 
October 3, 1665. 

On that date (Oct. 3, 1665), "one hundred and fifty 
acres are granted by the Court unto the three sisters, 
the daughters of Roger Chandler, deceased, viz, to each 
of them fifty acres, lying between the Bay line and the 
bounds of Taunton, according to the desire of John Bun- 
dy" [Plymouth Colony Records, Vol. kh, p. 110]. 

William L. Chaffin in his History of Easton, Mass. 
(1886) states that this land lay in the part of Taunton 
North Purchase which later became the town of Easton. 
Samuel H. Emery in his History of Taunton (1893) states 
that on June 1, 1668, fifty-three Taunton men purchased 
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of Plymouth Colony, a tract of about 60 square miles 
which lay north of Taunton, west of Bridgewater, south 
of Massachusetts Bay line and east of Rehoboth, "excep- 
ting only a small parcel granted unto John Bundy and 
also a grant made unto Thomas Briggs." This tract of 
land became known as the North Purchase of Taunton. 

The Old Records of Taunton North Purchase (Vol. l, p. 
27) at the Registry of Deeds in Taunton show that on 
January 6, 168i, the proprietors of Taunton North Pur- 
chase appointed Thomas Leonard, John Richmond, and John 
Hathaway "....to see that such lands that are Granted to 
particular persons, by the Court, and are within the 
said North Purchase, be laid out unto the persons con- 
cerned according to their grants." The committee report, 
filed on October 3, 1701, states that "We did many years 
agoe lay out and bound unto the Right of the Daughters 
of Roger Chandler, one hundred and fifty acres of land 
as follows: We began the northeast corner at a white oak 
with three branches standing in the line between said 
North Purchase and Bridgewater township, from thence we 
ran west 150 rods to another white oak with three branch 
es which we marked for a corner and from thence we ran 
160 rods south to a black oak tree which we marked on 
four sides for a corner, it stands on the south side of 
a hill that an old cartway went over, and then we turned 
the corner and ordered the range to be due east unto the 
line between said North Purchase and Bridgewater town- 


ship above mentioned...." 
Taunton Land Records (Book 2, p. 49) contain a deed, 


dated December 18, 1689, in which John Leonard of Bridge- 
water of the Colony of "Plimouth" sold to Abiah Whitman 
of the town of Weymouth "...one hundred acres of land be 
it more or less, being two third parts of a lott of land 
the other third part being the land of Stephen Bruff of 
the town of Boston in New England, which said lott of 
one hundred and fifty acres is bounded by ye line which 
runs between Taunton and Bridgewater easterly with a 
white oak tree marked on four sides growing out with 
three great limbs on the top of said tree, the said 
marked tree growing on the northeast corner of said 
granted lott, extending from the said marked tree run- 
ning westward about 150 rods to another marked [an evi- 
dent omission here in the recorded copy] on the four 
sides standing and growing upon the south side of a 
steep, high hill, extending from the said marked black 
oak tree running east reaching to the aforesaid line 
running between Bridgewater and Taunton together with 
all....priviledges....whatsoever unto the two thirds of 
the said lott being one hundred acres belonging or in 
any wise appertaining, with all the right property claim 
and interest of him the said John Leonard in the two 
thirds part of the said tract of land....Also the said 
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John Leonard do grant,:iassign and confirme unto the said 
Abiah Whitman....the full two thirds part of ten acres 
of meadow land which is belonging to the afore said 
tract of land to have and to hold the said two third 
parts of ten acres of meadow land...." 

Although a line or two of the original deed describ- 
ing the westerly boundary of the tract were apparently 
omitted by the recorder in making the copy, the descrip- 
tion given is sufficient to identify positively the one 
hundred acres sold by John Leonard as part of the one 
hundred and fifty acres laid out to the right of the 
daughters of Roger Chandler. 

The original record of a grant of ten acres of meadow 
to the three daughters of Roger Chandler has not been 
found. However, page 11 of the Book of Votes of Taun- 
ton North Purchase Proprietors shows that at a meeting 
of proprietors held on May 31, 1697, it was "voted that 
whereas there hath been some controversy about the mead- 
ow granted to the Daughters of Roger Chandler within the 
tract of land called Taunton North Purchase, the propri- 
etors of said North Purchase voted and agreed this 3lst 
day of May, 1697, that Thomas Randall, John White, Thom- 
as Harvey, Sr., and Nicholas White or the major part of 
them shall measure and set bounds to said meadow where 
the Leonards have formerly pitched to prevent further 
inconveniency and what said men or the major part of 
them shall do according to the Court grant to the said 
daughters shall be firm and good." On the same page, 
the committee return dated the 10th day of June 1697 
reads, "....we the subscribers have laid out ten acres 
of meadow and meadowish land to the right of the three 
daughters of Roger Chandler according to the Court Grant 
in Taunton North Purchase in a meadow called and known 
by the name of Cranberry meadow bounded...." Signed by 
Thomas Randall, Thomas Harvey, Sr., Nicholas White, Sr., 
and John White, measurer. 

Page 16 of the same Book of Votes shows that on March 
6, 1698/9, the proprietors voted, "....that Abiah Whit- 
man shall have his meadow in Cranberry meadow joining to 
the meadow he bought of John Leonard so that he do not 
hinder others from draining their meadows through his 
meadow." On page 12, Volume 1, of the Records is the 
following: June 14, 1699, there was laid out to Abiah 
Whitman, eight acres of meadow on the right of Robert 
Crosman, deceased, bounded by "Whitman's acres of meadow 
which was laid out to the right of Roger Chandlers daugh 
ters lying on the west side of said meadow—thence by a 
trench dug westward to the upland which is called Cran- 
berry Meadow Neck thence by said upland to the northeast 
corner of said Whitmans ten acres...." Taunton Land 
Records show that Robert and Martha Crossman of Taunton 
sold all of their rights in Taunton North Purchase to 
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Abiah Whitman on May 3, 1690. 

Therefore it is apparent that John Leonard sold two 
thirds of the ten acre meadow laid out to the right of 
Roger Chandler's daughters to Abiah Whitman as well as 
two thirds of the one hundred and fifty acres granted to 
them. 

On page 152 of Book 11 of the Plymouth Land Records 
is recorded a deed dated December 7, 1687, which reads 
in part as follows: "To all Christian People to whom 
this deed shall come, Samuel Leonard of the town of 
Bridgewater in ye County of Plymouth in New England and 
James Bundy Sendeth Greeting, know ye that the said Sam- 
uel Leonard and James Bundy being in Partnership togeth- 
er proper owners of a certain tract of land bordering 
westerly upon the township of Bridgewater on the wester- 
ly side of the river commonly called Cutting Cove River, 
containing a hundred acres together with two third parts 
of ten acres of meadow land belonging to ye same, the 
said Samuel Leonard for and in consideration of other 
land properly belonging to John Leonard of the town 
abovesd, and James Bundy aforesd for and in considera- 
tion of the full sum of four pounds in currant pay, then 
selves each of them being fully satisfied and contented 
for the same, have by these presents for and in behalf 
of themselves....sold....unto John Leonard of the town 
abovesd all the abovesd premises...." The deed was ac- 
knowledged at Preston, Conn., by Samuel Lenorson on Aug- 
ust 9, 1709, and by James Bundy on July 2, 1709. 

From the above facts, it is very apparent that the 
one hundred acres of land and the two thirds of a ten 
acre meadow which Samuel Leonard and James Bundy jointly 
sold to Samuel's brother John Leonard were parts of the 
land originally granted to Roger Chandler's daughters. 

The other one third of the 150 acres of land and of 
the ten acre meadow laid out to the three daughters of 
Roger Chandler would be accounted for if Stephen Bruff 
of Boston had sold it to John Leonard's brother Jacob by 
an unrecorded deed. John Leonard's deed of December 18, 
1689, stated that the other one third of the 150 acres 
was owned by Stephen Bruff. The May 31, 1697, vote of 
the proprietors of North Purchase indicated that someone 
by the name of Leonard had "pitched" or settled on land 
near to the ten acre meadow. Taunton Land Records show 
that on October 22, 1697, Jacob Leonard and wife Susan- 
nah of Taunton sold to James Harris of Bridgewater, 59 
acres of upland and meadow in Taunton North Purchase, 
"....the land lying near the land of Abiah Whitman and 
bounded on the easterly end by Bridgewater line and 
southerly by the land of Abiah Whitman containing by es- 
timation 59 acres of land be it more or less with the 
house that is on it....also a parcell of meadow land 
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lying at a place called Cranberry meadow, it being the 
third part of ten acres of meadow...." The proprietors 
of Taunton North Purchase, on October 5, 1698, in con- 
nection with a court action in which James Harris, re- 
siding in North Purchase, sued John Phillips and Clement 
Briggs, did not question the legality of the residence 
of James Harris in North Purchase. 

Taunton Land Records also show that on March 4, 1699/ 
1700, Abiah Whitman deeded to his daughter Elizabeth, 
wife of Timothy Cooper, as full portion of his estate, 
part of a lot in North Purchase, "....joining to the 
west four mile line of Bridgewater, 53 acres, being half 
of that lot of land which I bought of John Leonardson 
of Bridgewater, whereon standeth Timothy Cooper's house 
(the whole lot being laid out for one hundred acres) 
bounded north by James Harris, east by the Bridgewater 
line....also one third part of the meadow which I bought 
of John Leonardson lying in North Purchase..." There- 
fore, in 1700, James Harris lived on the north third, 
Timothy Cooper lived on the middle third, and Abiah 
Whitman owned the south third of the 150 acres laid out 
to the three daughters of Roger Chandler, and each own- 
ed one third of the ten acre meadow. At that time Ste- 
phen Bruff and his wife Damaris, daughter of Lt. Bar- 
tholomew Threeneedles, were living in Boston, where 
their daughter Damaris was born on October 27, 1701. 

The original will of John Bundy of Taunton, dated 
April 5, 1681 and proved October 29, 1681, is filed at 


the Plymouth Registry of Probates. It directs that 15 
acres of his land in North Purchase be sold to Malachi 
Holloway, and bequeathed “the rest of my land in North 


Purchase to my son James Bundy...." James Bundy was 


born in Taunton on December 29, 1664, eldest son of John 
and Martha Bundy. Since the original grant to the three 
daughters of Roger Chandler was made at the request of 
John Bundy, and the records of the proprietors of North 
Purchase do not show any land laid out to the right of 
John Bundy, it seems certain that James Bundy's mother 
Martha was one of Chandler's daughters. She was prob- 
ably the youngest, and the one mentioned in Chandler's 
court action against Kenelm Winslow. 

Samuel Leonard of Bridgewater was the eldest son of 
Solomon and Mary Leonard of Duxbury and Bridgewater. 
Solomon Leonard died before 1671, as proved by a deed 
from Samuel Leonard to his brother John, dated May l, 
1671, recorded at Plymouth, which reads in part as fol- 
lows: “As much as my father Solomon Leonard of Bridge- 
water while he was living did with my mother freely be- 
stow on my brother John Leonard, fifty acres...." On 
June 2, 1674, Samuel Leonard confirmed an exchange of 
land made by his father before his death, with Nicholas 
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Byram, and on October 27, 1675 he gave bond as adminis- 
trator of his father's estate. 

Plymouth Colony Records show that on October 27, 
1675, "In reference to the disposal of the estate of 
Sollomon Lenardson of Bridgewater, deceased, the court 
ordered that such particulars as belong to Samuel Len- 
ardson, the eldest son of said Sollomon Lenardson being 
firstly sett apart, viz, 50 acres of upland lying on the 
south side of Nunckatatasett River; and 20 acres more 
adjoining to it on the northerly side thereof; and 1l2 
acres lying at the town of Bridgewater on which the 
house standeth and three lots of meadow containing two 
and one-half acres each; and fifty acres appertaining 
to John Lenardson, the second son of said Sollomon Len- 
ardson; and all debts owing to any from said estate be- 
ing first payed, the Court ordered as follows: Samuel 
to have a double portion and the remainder to be divid- 
ed amongst the rest of the children in equal portions." 
The fact that Samuel Leonard had a double portion of his 
father's estate, that he never lived in Taunton, and 
that he and James Bundy of Taunton were joint partners 
owning two thirds of tne two parcels of land granted to 
the three daughters of Roger Chandler, makes it very 
probable that his mother Mary was also one of Chandler's 
daughters. 

Incidentally it should be noted that John and Martha 
Bundy named their first son James, perhaps after James 
Chilton; that Solomon and Mary Leonard named their first 
son Samuel, perhaps after Roger Chandler's son Samuel; 
and that John Leonard named a daughter Martha, perhaps 
after Martha Bundy. Samuel Leonard moved to Preston, 
Conn., before 1700, and James Bundy moved there from 
Rhode Island sometime after May 31, 1703, which affords 
further evidence of close relationship between the two 
families. 

Plymouth Colony Records show that there was an Edmond 
Brough in the colony as early as November 2, 1640, and 
that Edward Brough was a freeman of Marshfield in 163. 
Very little else is known about him. He may have mar- 
ried Roger Chandler's daughter Sarah. If so, Stephen 
Bruff of Boston was probably a grandson. 


PRE-AMERICAN ANCESTRIES 
XVI. ROGER ALLING OF NEW HAVEN, CONN.

In 1899 George P. Allen in A History and Genealogi- 
cal Record of the Alling-Allens of New Haven, Conn. (p. 
9-11) printed a full copy of the will of James Allen, 
blacksmith, of Kempston, co. Bedford, England, dated 7 
Jan. 1656 [1656/7], proved 20 Jan. 1657 [1657/8]. The 
will bequeathed £30 to "my Sonne Roger Allen nowe live- 
inge in Newe England," and £10 to Roger's children; and 
£10 to "my daughter Joane the nowe wife of Abram Dowlit- 
tle liveinge alsoe in newe England," and £10 to her 
children. James Allen named also his daughter Martha 
Parkes and her children Mathew and John and her husband 
Richard Parkes; children of his daughter Mary Warren 
(William, John, Thomas, Henry, Mary, Rebecca, Margaret 
and James Warren); son William (twelve pence) and his 
daughter Elizabeth (ten shillings); and son John, to 
whom he gave his lands and whom he appointed executor. 

Roger Allen or Alling settled in New Haven, Conn., 
as did also his sister Joan with her husband Abraham 
Dowlittle or Doolittle. 

Over forty years ago Mr. Allen, subsequent to the 
publication of his genealogy, obtained from Kempston the 
baptisms of the children of James Allen and kindly gave 
a copy to the present writer, who published them in the 
New Haven Genealogical Magazine (vol. 1, p. 15). The 
recent publication of the Kempston registers by F. G. 
Emmison, Esq., in the Bedfordshire Parish Register Ser- 
ies shows that the Allen baptismal records are in the 
main correct, but provides much additional information 
including the name of the mother of Roger Allen. The 
Allen entries are numerous and it will be impossible to 
build a pedigree without obtaining further records, in 
particular wills of other members of the family. That 
can be done at moderate cost if interested descendants 
care to have such research undertaken. Our present pur- 
pose is to call attention to the information now avail- 
able. 

James Allen, the father of Roger, is very probably 
the James son of John Allen who was baptized at Kempston 
1 Jan. 1586/7. He is certainly the James Allen who was 
buried 29 Dec. 1657. He married, 6 Feb. 1611/12, Marga- 
ret Coppin. The following children of James Allen were 
baptized at Kempston; other particulars concerning them 
are drawn from the will of James, and Roger and Joan are 
identified and their subsequent history stated from New 
England records:

The identity of John Allen, father of James and prob- 
able grandfather of Roger, remains to be determined. 
Alice daughter of John Allen was baptized 28 Aug. 1585; 
and on 1 Jan. 1586 [1586/7] James son of John Allen sen. 
was baptized. Probably they were both children of the 
same John. We find that on 10 Nov. 1589 Richard Wheler, 
minister, was married to Alice, described as daughter of 
Roger Allen. No other mention of this early Roger Allen 
has been seen, neither his burial nor the baptisms of 
children. That suggests that Alice, if over 20 at marri- 
age, was born before 1570 when the registers begin, and 
if Roger's other children were older, that explains why 
we fail to find their baptisms. It is easily possible 
that John was an older brother of Alice and son of Roger 
since John's first recorded child was baptized in 1585, 
while Alice married in 1589. In that event, John named 
his daughter Alice for his sister; and James (son of 
John) named his eldest son Roger after his grandfather 
and his second son John after his father. 

Without the evidence of wills to provide family groups 
ef children, all this is sheer speculation. One curi- 
ous coincidence, if it is nothing more than a coinci- 
dence, deserves comment. An Alice Allen, quite likely 
the daughter of John who was baptized in 1285, married 
at Kempston, 9 Oct. 1609, Thomas Wilshere. In 1705 a 
Thomas Wiltshire of unknown antecedents appeared in Wal- 
lingford, Conn., and married Sarah Abernathy, whose 
mother was Sarah Doolittle, daughter of Abraham and Joan 
(Allen) Doolittle. If there was a connection between 
Thomas Wiltshire and Sarah Abernathy through the Allen 
family, the relationship could not have been closer than 
that of third cousins; still, there may have been a fam- 
ily tradition (or even family letters) to account for 
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the appearance of Thomas Wiltshire in Wallingford and 
his marriage to a girl whose grandmother was an Allen of 
Kempston. This Wiltshire was a "drifter," and after en- 
dowing his wife with progeny, he disappeared in 1720 and 
was divorced three years later by the deserted wife. 

After the baptisms of Alice and James, children of 
John, in 1585 and 1586/7 respectively, a John Allen, Jr., 
married, 6 Feb. 1589/90, Joan Fowler, and thereafter 
several children of one or more John Allens were baptized 
but none of them can be positively attributed to John 
the father of James. Burials of various men named John 
Allen are recorded as occurring on 3 April 1626; 14 Nov. 
1630 (John “of Up Enda" who had children baptized in 1611 
and 1614); 14 Aug. 1638; and 17 Aug. 1639. 

The John Allen who appears in New Haven about a dec- 
ade later than Roger's settlement here, and who married 
Ellen Bradley on 14 Oct. 1652 and died about 1690, can- 
not be identified with the younger brother of Roger, who 
was the chief heir of James and executor of his will, 
and resident in England in 1658. Possibly he was not 
a relative, for the surname is a very common one. He 
may have been a cousin. One John, son of Richard, was 
baptized at Kempston, 13 Jan. 1627/8; his father may be 
the Richard who was buried 26 May 1639. Another John, 
son of John, was baptized 14 Jan. 1620/1, hence a trifle 
old to be the New Haven settler who married in 1652, but 
not necessarily too old. This last John's father may be 
the John son of John who was baptized 28 June 1595. If 


so, the 1620/1 John was grandson of a John Allen, but we 


do not know whether "Sr." or "Jr." and he would have to 
be a grandson of John Sr. to be a first cousin of Roger. 
As for the 1627/8 John, son of Richard, we do not know 
whether John Sr. had a son Richard, hence cannot do more 
than guess whether this John was a first cousin of Roger 
or not. 

The need for a probate search is apparent, to carry 
back the line of Roger Alling, to try to identify his 
mother's family, and to try to ascertain whether John 
Allen of New Haven was of the same family, and if so, 
where he fits into it. 


XVII. JOHN GILBERT OF TAUNTON, MASS. 
AND THE MATERNAL ANCESTRY OF REV. NICHOLAS STREET 
OF TAUNTON, MASS., AND NEW HAVEN, CONN. 


A Note by Donald Lines Jacobus 


The purpose of the present note is to call attention 
to a valuable manuscript on certain Gilbert families at 
the Connecticut Historical Society in Hartford, Conn. 
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Between 1912 and 1916 the late Mr. Frank Newton Gilbert 
of Portland, Oregon, carried on an extensive English 
search, with the aid of Mr. J. Henry Hutchinson, English 
genealogist, to ascertain the origin of the colonial 
Gilbert settlers. Plans were made for the publication 
of a volume to contain English records; the American 
genealogy of the family of Thomas Gilbert of Hartford 
for seven generations; and the families of other early 
New England Gilbert families for six generations. By 
1932 the publication plans were abandoned, and one copy 
of the manuscript was given to the Connecticut Histori- 
cal Society, to assure its preservation, the other copy 
being retained by the Gilbert family. 

The manuscript is based on the joint interest and 
labor of Mr. Harold Simeon Gilbert, the late Mr. Homer 
Worthington Brainard, and Mr. Clarence Almon Torrey. At 
the present time, through the interest of the Gilbert 
family, and with the cooperation of the Connecticut His- 
torical Society, tentative plans have been made to pub- 
lish a Gilbert genealogy, but because of the very large 
size of the manuscript and the high printing costs, this 
volume, which the present writer has been engaged to 
edit, will be limited to the family of Thomas Gilbert of 
Hartford. 

The only one of the early Gilbert settlers whose ori- 
gin in England was definitely learned was John Gilbert 
of Taunton, Mass. The "Foreword" written for the manu- 
script in 1932 states that the chapter on the Taunton 
family was contributed by Mr. Torrey. 

The account starts with Giles Gilbert of Bridgwater, 
co. Somerset, who married there 10 Aug. 1571 Joan Pearre. 
Giles was buried 17 June 1595, and his widow, 18 Apr. 
1597; his will, and the administration on her estate, are 
included. The baptisms of their seven children are also 
given. These include John on 17 Sept. 1577 and Susan- 
nah on 9 Dec. 1584. John Gilbert came to New England in 
1633 and settled in Taunton; his will, dated 10 May 1654 
was proved 3 June 1657. The first of his three wives, 
and apparently the ancestress of the later Taunton Gil- 
berts, was Mary Street, whom he married in Bridgwater 
17 Jan. 1602. (1895) 

The Street Genealo 189 by Mrs. Mary A. Street 
(see pp. ly 483}, shows that the grand- 
father of the Rev. Nicholas Street was Nicholas Street 
"the elder" of ao. Somerset, gent, whose 
will dated 5 Nov. 1606 was proved 3 May 1610. His wife 
was named Mary, and the will names two sons, Nicholas 
and Thomas. The Mary who re eg John Gilbert was un- 
doubtedly his daughter, and The Street Genealo suppos- 
es, rightly we think, that she was the Marie Stneot bap- 


tized 22 Mar. 1578 at St. Mary Magdalen, Taunton. She 
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and her brother, the Second Nicholas Street, almost had 
a double wedding, as Nicholas married Susannah Gilbert 
at Bridgwater, 16 Jan. 1602, while Mary Street married 
John Gilbert there the next day. It was obviously an 
instance of a brother and sister of one family marrying 
a sister and brother of the other family. 

Susannah (Gilbert) Street was buried at Bridgwater 
22 Feb. 1603, her only child, the third Nicholas, having 
been baptized 29 Jan. 1603. Her husband, the second 
Nicholas, was born not far from 1577, for he was without 
question the "Stre(e)te, Nicholas, of Somerset, gent., 
Lincoln Coll., matric. 10 Oct. 1594, aged 17; student of 
Middle Temple 1596, as son and heir of Nicholas of Taun- 
ton, Somerset, gent." [Joseph Foster, Alumni Oxonienses 
1500-1714, p. 35]. After the death of Susannah, he had 
a second wife, Mary, by whom he had several more chil- 
dren. He calls himself “of Bridgwater....gentleman" in 
his will, dated 5 Nov. 1616, proved 13 Feb. 1617. 

The third Nicholas, baptized 29 Jan. 1603, received 
his B.A. from Pembroke College, Oxford, 21 Feb. 1624/5, 
having matriculated 2 Nov. 1621, aged 18; and his M.A. 
from Emmanuel College, Cambridge, 1636 [ibid., p. 1435; 
Venn, Alumni Cantabrigienses, Part I, vol. IV, p. 174]. 
He was the first minister of Taunton, Mass., and became 
colleague of John Davenport at New Haven in 1659, suc- 
ceeding the latter as sole pastor in 1667. He died at 
New Haven, 22 April 1674. 

The maternal grandparents of Rev. Nicholas Street are 
revealed in themamiscript Gilbert Genealogy, also the 
theory is there confirmed that he was a nephew of John 
Gilbert of Taunton. One of the present writer's earliest 
genealogical recollections is being told that his grand- 
father's grandfather was named Street Hall Morse. Later 
he discovered that the gentleman who bore this singular 
combination of names (he was actually a Moss, not a 
Morse inancestry) was named after his maternal grand- 
father, Lt.-Col. Street Hall. The latter's mother was 
Mary Street, of the ministerial family. 

The first wife of Rev. Nicholas Street, the mother of 
his children, has always been destitute of a name, even 
a given name, thanks to the destruction of the Taunton 
records. No suggestion as to her identity has yet been 
seen which possesses any merit.

Jonathant Rowland (Jonathan?, Jonathan“, Henry!) 
married Hanneh Marvin, at St. George's Church, Hemp- 
stead, L.I., 5 Feb. 1740/1. 

The will of Robert Marvin of Herricks in Hempstead, 
dated 17 Dec. 1767, proved 15 June 1775, gave to his 
daughter Mary the use of the house and land where she 
lives "which I bought of John Rowland," and at her death 
to her son Marvin Rowland; names four daughters as liv- 
ing, including Mary and Hannah; and remembers the chil- 
dren of his daughter Ruth, "late wife of Samuel Row- 
land," their share to be put into the hands of Samuel 
Rowland of Dutchess County (New York Wills, 8:294-5]. 
From this it seems evident that three Rowland brothers 
married three Marvin sisters. At Hempstead Church is 
found recorded the marriage of Samuel Rowland to Ruth 
Marvin on 2 May 1745; and the baptisms of two of their 
children, Robert on 11 Aug. 177, and Samvel on 28 July 
1748, the latter doubtless the one mentioned in the will 
of his grandfather as of Dutchess County. 

That John Rowland married Mary Marvin is proved by 
the will of Mary Rowland of Hempstead, dated 12 Nov. 
1776, proved 27 Nov. 1776, in which she mentions "my 
father, Robert Marvin's last will" and names her son 
Marvin Rowland and her three daughters, Abigail Thorne, 
Phebe Hagner, and Zorada Rowland [New York Wills, 10:73- 
kj. The baptisms of the three daughters of John and 
Mary Rowland are found in the Hempstead Church records: 
Phebe, 28 July 1746; Abigail, 11 Aug. 1747; and Zorada, 
11 May 1760; and the marriage of Zorada to William Wil- 
liams, 30 Dec. 1779. 

These particulars are brought together here because 
of the triple Rowland-Marvin connection, and because we 
can offer only a fragmentary account of the Hempstead 
branches of the family.

A WOOD-WHITE CORRSCTION 


Records suprlied by Mrs. William P. Allen, of Litchfield, Conn. 


In 1943 the Acting Town Clerk of Tolland, Conn., fur- 
nished the family record of Joseph Wood of Somers and 
Mary Whitcomb of Ellington, who were married 2 Nov.1763. 
The head of this family evidently had the family record 
entered in Tolland after settling there, although the 
first seven children are stated to have been born in 
Ellington, and only the youngest in Tolland:

It is stated in Bowen's History of Woodstock, Conn., 
Vol. 8, p. 455, that Daniel Washburn, son of Luke and 
Desire (Packard) Washburn, born 3 Feb. 1775, died at 
Plattsburg, N.Y¥., 5 Dec. 1812, married at Tolland, 23 
June 1795, Lucy Wood, born at Ellington, Conn., 29 Apr. 
1775, died at Tolland, 12 July 1809, daughter of Joseph 
and Mary (Whitcomb) Wood. Records exist which prove an 
entirely different history for this Lucy Wood, and the 
wife of Daniel Washburn was probably a contemporary Lucy 
Wood, daughter of Jonathan and Rachel (Craw) Wood of 
East Windsor. 

Data on.Oliver® White (George>, Oliver+, Daniel3, Dan- 
iel©, John+) and his wife Lucy Wood and their children 
will be found in Kellogg's White Memorial (1860), in 
which Oliver® is No. 221, and in Boyd's Annals of Win- 
chester, page 328. The family lived in Windsor and Win- 
sted, Conn., and about 1820 removed to the vicinity of 
Dyberry, Penn. Lucy Wood renewed her baptismal covenant 
at the Windsor Church, 13 July 1794; and Oliver White 
and Lucy Wood were married 10 April 1796 by Rev. Henry 
A. Rowland [Windsor First Church Records, vol. 5, p. 
227]. After a twenty-year search, the family Bible was 
located in possession of descendants in Dyberry, Penn., 
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and the following is a verbatim transcript made from a

The identity of Lucy (Wood) White is proved by the 
date of birth in the Bible record, which agrees with the 


contemporary record of birth at Tolland. Further evi- 
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dence is afforded by an account written by Rev. Alexan- 
der Easton, a nephew of Lucy (Wood) White, and copied 
from his diary in 194) for Mrs. Allen by Mr. Easton's 
granddaughter, Mrs Charles McLeese (nee Lena A. Easton) 
of Davenport, Nebraska. 

"I was born in Mass., township of Hawley and county 
of Franklin, Sept. 25th, 1801. My father was born in 
Hartford, my mother in Tolland, Conn. [A story is told 
here of the Revolutionary service of his father's old- 
est brother John.) 

"My mother's maiden name was Mary Wood. She had 
three brothers, Joseph, Ephraim and Jacob. My mother 
had four sisters, Olive, Lucy, Betsey and Hannah. Han- 
nah married a man by the name of Mason; Betsey a man by 
the name of Smith. Mason was rich but Smiths were the 
poorest folks I ever knew. My father (Joseph Easton) 
was married at about 20 years of age. My mother was a 
little older. Olive married a man by the name of 
Phelps and Lucy a man by the name of White. 

"My mother teary Wood) was very plain looking, a big 


woman, nose long, black eyes, middling tall and spry as 
a cat but few could do the hard work she did. They 
reared a family of seven sons and two daughters. The 
boys' names were John, James, Joseph, Justus, Alexander 
{the writer], Orlando and Luman. The girls' names were 
Marion and Tamar. They all lived to grow up and settle 


in the world. 

"My mother was of Puritan Presbyterian descent and as 
the women generally take the lead they joined the Pres- 
byterian church. 

"Mary Wood Easton died at her home in Mesapotamia, 
Ohio, Oct. 23rd, 1816. Her funeral was appointed next 
day at one o'clock and the corpse was carried by hand, 

a distance of nearly three miles, most of the way 
through the woods. Some brought axes to chop a road 
through the woods, when it was necessary. Others served 
as bearers. 

"In the fall of 1816, my father traded his farm in 
Mass. for land in Ohio. He got 600 acres of land and 
$600 in money. On the 20th of June 1816 we left our 
house in Mass. and got to our journey's end the 26th of 
July, being 36 days on the road, a distance of over 500 
miles. 

The above statement confirms the marriage of this 
Lucy Wood to Oliver White. The Wood family moved from 
Tolland, Conn., to Dalton, Mass., where the marriage, in- 
tentions of three members of the family were recorded: 
Joseph Wood and Widow Esther Selvey, 8 Oct. 1796; Jacob 
Wood and Bithiah Lazell of Cummington, 7 Dec. 1799; and 
Olive Wood and Oliver Phelps, 20 Feb. 1802. The last 
confirms Mr. Easton's mention of Olive (Wood) Phelps. 
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THE PORTER AND HAWKINS FAMILIES OF BOSTON 


By G. Andrews Moriarty, A.M., LL.B., F.S.A., F.A.S.G. 


This paper deals briefly with two early Boston fami- 
lies, concerning which nothing has heretofore appeared 
in print. 

Porter 


1. Edward Porter, chandler and husbandman of Roxbury 
and Boston, born about 1610, died in 1677 between 28 
July and 3 August. He married first, Elizabeth H 
second, Anna 3; third, after 13 June 1674, Rhoda, 
widow of John Remington of Newbury, Rowley and Roxbury, 
whose first husband, John Gore of Roxbury, died 4 June 
1657 [cf. Pope's Pioneers of Massachusetts]. 

Edward arrived in Roxbury in 16036 with his two chil- 
dren, John, aged about 3 years, and William, aged about 
1 year [Eliot's Roxbury Church Records]. The Elizabeth 
Porter who married Capt. Isaac Johnson of Roxbury on 20 
Jan. 1637 was, apparently, his sister. 

He became a Freeman on 17 May 1637 [New Eng. Regis- 
ter, 3:95], and was Deputy from Roxbury, 163879. He ap- 
pears in the list of persons and estates in Roxbury, 
1634-1643, holding 27 acres [ibid., 2:53]. The will of 
Dr. George Alcock of Roxbury, dated 22:11:1640, left a 
beguest to “our brother Edward Porter" (i.e., brother in 
the church) [ibid., 2:10,], and he is also mentioned in 
the will of Joseph Weld of Roxbury in 1646 [ibid., 7: 
33). On 30 Jan. 1656/7 he was an appriser of the estate 
of Elder Thomas Oliver [ibid., 8:351]. 

He removed later to Boston and on 28 Nov. 1655 he, 
styled of Boston, bought a house and land in that town 
of John Floyd [Suffolk Deeds]. On 9 April 1659, "Edward 
Porter, formerly of Roxbury and now of Boston yeoman," 
sold his Roxbury land to Dr. John Alcock of Roxbury 
{ibid., 3:221]. On 13 June 1674, "Edward Porter of Bos- 
ton, chandler, and wife Anna" mortgaged half of his 
dwelling house (purchased in 1655) near the First Meet- 
ing House, to Mary Winslow [ibid., 8:425]. His will, 
dated 28 July, was proved 9 August, 1677, and named his 
wife Rhoda and his four children. His estate wag ap- 
prised on 3 August 1677.

2. William Porter ( Edward” ) of Boston, chandler and 
victualer, born about 1635, died before 1715; married 
about 1670-1, Elizabeth, daughter of William Hawkins of 
Boston, butcher.

1687, 1688, and in 1702 [Boston Misc. Papers, p. 138}. 
On 29 Nov. 1680, William Porter, chandler, was a surety 
for John Dowtman [ibid., p. 69], and for Francis Jane 
and his family on 29 Dec. 168) [ibid., p. 76]. On 18 
Nov. 1696, he was one of the inhabitants of Boston who 
petitioned for a repeal of the law of 1692 regarding 
building with brick [New Eng. Register, 16:85). 

On 21 Oct. 1735, Edward Porter, victualer, Mary More- 
cock, widow, Christopher Souther, caulker, and wife Deb- 
orah, Benjamin Snelling, blockmaker, for his children by 
his deceased wife Hannah, i.e. Hannah and Elizabeth, 
Nathaniel Rogers, housewright, for his wife Elizabeth 
and for the children of her deceased brother, William

William Hawkins of Boston, butcher, was born about 
1620, died 27 Sept. 1693; married Anna, daughter of Ed- 
ward Burcham of Lynn, Mass. He first occurs in Boston 
on 19 Dec. 1666, when Samuel Bozworth of Boston, mer- 
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chant, sold him a house and land on the north side of a 
street [Water Street] in Boston [Suffolk Deeds, 6:116]. 
He was taxed in Boston in 1674, 1676, 1681 and 1685. 

By a deed recorded 5 June 1690 he, together with his 
wife Anna, sold a pasture in Boston, bounded south-west 
on the Common, to Ephraim Savage, which he had formerly 
purchased from James Whitcombe [Suffolk Deeds]. 

His will, dated 23 Sept., was proved 5 Oct. 1693 
[Suffolk Probate]. He devised his house to his wife, 
Anna, for life, remainder to his two younger daughters, 
Sarah and Martha, and if they had no issue [which hap- 
pened], then to his grandson Edward, "son of William 
Porter." He gave 5/ to his daughter Elizabeth. On 11 
Feb. 1734, Edward Porter of Boston, victualer, mortgaged 
the house and land on Water Street, which he had inher- 
ited, to John Spooner of Boston, cutler; and his wife 
Abial released dower [Suffolk Deeds, 49:201). 

William Hawkins' wife Anna was the daughter of Edward 
Burcham, who came to Plymouth in the Anne in 1623. He 
later removed to Lynn, where he was a proprietor in 
1638 and a Freeman at Salem 31: 1: 1640. In 1645 he 
was Clerk of the Writs. Savage says he returned to 
England in 1656. On 15 Oct. 168), the General Court 
ordered land in Reading formerly granted to Edward Bur- 
cham to be laid out to "William Hawkins, in right of 
his wife Anna, daughter and heir of Edward Burcham de- 


ceased" (Shurtleff, Records of Mass. Bay, 5:260]. 
William Hawkins and Anna his wife had issue, three

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THE THOMAS FRENCH BIBLE RECORDS 


By H. Minot Pitman, A.B., LL.B., F.A.S.G. 


In the possession of Elise French Rice (Mrs. Walter 
Bayne) Johnston of New York City, is a large English 
Pible containing very complete records of some of the 
descendants of Thomas and Catherine (Ward) French of 
London. The Bible was given by Helen Dickson (Gautier) 
French, widow of Dr. Robert French, a grandson of Thom- 
as and Catherine French, to her son Samuel Gautier 
French in 1854, and by him left to his brother, Robert 
Summerfield French, in 1882, and the latter passed it 
on to his daughter, Elise Gautier (French) Rice, wife 
of William Lowe Rice. She left it to her daughter, 
Elise French Rice, now wife of Walter Bayne Johnston, 
by whose permission these records are published. The 
entries in the Bible are written in a somewhat disor- 
derly fashion in several handwritings as the generations 
proceeded, the earliest entries being undoubtedly made 
by Thomas French. 

Inscribed in gilt lettering on the cover of the Bible 
is: "The Gentlemen of the Vestry present this Bible to 
MY Thomas French of New Bond St. in testimony of their 
approbation of his conduct in the discharge of every 
office of the Parish of St. George, Hanover Square. 
1768." The records of this Church are published and it 
is surprising that none of the baptisms of the children 
of Thomas and Catherine French or any other French en- 
tries are found therein. 

The marriage of Thomas French “of St. James, Westmin- 
ster" and Catherine Ward "of St. George, Hanover Sq." 
is recorded in St. George's Chapel, Hyde Park Corner, 
on the date given in the Bible record. It is probable 
that Thomas was the son of that name of William and Sa- 
rah French baptized 10 Dec. 1727 at St. James, Clerken- 
well, and that Catherine was the daughter of that name 
of John and Susannah Ward baptized at St. Michael's, 
Cornhill, 26 Sept. 1729. 

The first entries in the Bible are:

"George Son of Thos & Cath French born Saturday morg 
6 aclock 12 Jany 1754 Died 1) Dec” 1798" This record 
of death is in a later handwriting. 

From these Bible records, newspaper obituaries past- 
ed in the back of the Bible, and a few other sources, 
this genealogy of the family has been compiled.

[The above inscriptions were presumably set up by Rob- 
ert Weller (1676-1751) to commemorate his ancestry.

It should be noted that the names of members of the 
Weller family of Kent and Sussex occur four times in 
Henry FitzGilbert Waters, Genealogical Gleanings in Ing- 
land (Boston, 1901). On page 22, Richard Series, Sea 
for, of Cranbrook, is named as a legatee in the will of 
John Bigge of Maidstone, co. Kent, dated 17 Aug. 160. 
Other legatees included a number of the testator's rela- 
tives who had gone to New England. On page 999, Richard 
Weller, B.D., Rector of Warbleton, co. Sussex, is named

in the will of Thomas Stolyon of Warbleton, gent., dated 
10 Oct. 1679. On page 1215, Nathaniel Weller of Ton- 
bridge (for whom see above) is named in the will of Rob- 
ert Goldston of Tonbridge, dated 10 April 1637. Sarah 
(liowe) Weller, first wife of Nathaniel, was evidently 
daughter of Thomas Howe of Tonbridge, clothier, by his 
wife Jane Goldston, sister of the testator. Another 
sister of the testator, Sarah Goldston, married Joseph 
Meriam of Tewdly, co. Kent, who later settled in Con- 
cord, Mass. The testator also named "Frances my loving 
mother, now the wife of Thomas Dyker of Tonbridge, tay- 
lor," and "My sister in law Elizabeth the daughter of 
the said Thomas Diker." It is clear, therefore, that 
Elizabeth Diker who on 2 June 1640 became the second 
wife of Nathaniel Weller of Tonbridge was the daughter 
of Thomas Diker of Tonbridge by his wife Frances. On 
page 1347, William Weller is named in the will of John 
near of Retherfield, co.

1623. 


AARON OF BULGARIA AND HIS SON TSAR JOHN VLADISLAV

The question of the origin of Aaron of Bulgaria and 


his son John Vladislav, the last Tsar of the old Bulga- 
rian Empire, is a question of considerable importance 

to students of mediaeval Bulgaria and also of some in- 
terest to Western genealogists, as the great-granddaugh- 
ter of John Vladislav, the Augusta Irene Dukas, wife of 
the Basileus Alexius Comnenus, was a direct ancestress 
of both King Edward III of England and Queen Philippa 
and of their descendants. Recently new light has been 
thrown upon this question, which compels us to alter the 
usually accepted story of the closing days of the First 
Bulgarian Empire and of the descent of the last Tsar, by 
the learned researches of Prof. Nicholas Adontz of the 
University of Bruxelles, the leading authority upon the 
mediaeval history of the Near East, and set forth by 
him in a monograph entitled "Samuel l'Armenian, Roi des 
Bulgares," published in Mémoires de l'Académie de Bel- 
ue, Classe des Lettres, 2° serie, vol. 39 (1938), pp. 
l- 3. 

In order to present the story perfectly, it is neces- 
sary to give a brief resumé of Bulgarian history accord- 
ing to the usually accepted version of the last days of 
the First Empire. The Bulgarians were a Mongol tribe 
which, coming from Southern Russia in the middle of the 
eighth century, crossed the lower Danube and settled 
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among the Slavonic tribes that had occupied the region 
earlier. Here they carried on, with varying success, 

an intermittent war with the Eastern Empire for some 

250 years. At the beginning of the ninth century, the 
terrible Krum became Khan of the Bulgars, inflicted 
fearful losses upon the Eastern Empire and, at his death 
on 14 April 814, established his race as hereditary 
Khans of the Bulgars. Krum was succeeded by his son, 
Omurtag, who died about 828 and was, in turn, succeeded 
by his son Presiam or Malomir, who died in 852 and was 
succeeded by his nephew Boris, the first Christian Khan. 
Boris died in 907 and was succeeded by his son Simeon, 
who assumed the title of Tsar and under whom the Bulgar- 
ian Empire attained the zenith of its power. 

Tsar Simeon died in 927, leaving three sons, Michael, 
Peter and John. For some reason Simeon passed over his 
eldest son Michael, whom he placed in a cloister, and 
designated his second son, Peter, as his successor. 

Tsar Peter died in 969. Shortly after his father's 
death, Peter had to put down two revolts, by his brother 
Michael who came out of his cloister, and his brother 
John, each of whom aspired to the tsarship. The revolt 
of John was the more serious, as he was supported by the 
Basileus Romanus Lecepenus. After his defeat, John re- 
tired to Constantinople and was married by the Basileus 
to an Armenian lady of high rank. Unfortunately, the 
Byzantine writers are silent as to his subsequent fate. 

Unlike his father, Peter proved a weak ruler, while 
his enemy, the Eastern Empire, was experiencing a re- 
crudescence of power under the able Emperors Romanus Le- 
cepenus, Nikephoros Phokas and John Tsimisces. In the 
wars between Bulgaria and the Eastern Empire, Eastern 
Bulgaria was conquered and Tsar Feter was compelled to 
give his two sons, Boris and Roman (later styled Roman- 
Simeon in memory of his grandfather) to Romanus as hos- 
tages. They were carried to Constantinople, where Roman 
was made an eunuch. 

After the death of Tsar Peter and the collapse of 
East Bulgaria, the national cause was carried on by four 
brothers, who bore the biblical names of Samuel, David, 
Moses and Aaron, whom the Byzantine writers call the 
Comitopouli, the sons of a certain Count Nicholas, also 
styled Schisman, who had been Governor of West Bulgaria. 
Of these brothers, Samuel proved himself to be the lead- 
er; he assumed the tsarship and carried on the war with 
the Eastern Empire until shortly before his death, when 
his armies suffered a terrible defeat at the hands of 
the Basileus Basil, known in Byzantine history as Bul- 
garaktonos, "the Slayer of the Bulgarians." Overcome 
with grief and rage, the old Tsar Samuel died soon after 
in 1014 and was succeeded by his son, Tsar Gabriel. Of 
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the other three brothers, David was slain prior to 992 
by a Vlach, Moses died young, and Aaron was murdered by 
his brother Tsar Samuel. 

The two sons of Tsar Peter, Boris and Roman, escaped 
from Constantinople and returned to Bulgaria. Boris was 
slain by a Bulgarian, who mistook him for a Greek, and 
Roman passed into obscurity. 

The reign of Tsar Gabriel was short, for the next 
year, 1015, he was murdered by Aaron's son, John Vladi- 
slav, who assumed the tsarship. This murder was partic- 
ularly atrocious because, at the time Aaron was murder- 
ed, John Vladislav owed his life to the intercession of 
Gabriel. Soon after, in 1018, John Vladislav fell at 
Durazzo and Bulgaria became a prey to the Eastern Em- 
pire. John Vladislav's widow, the Tsaritza Maria, with 
her six daughters and three of her six sons, submitted 
to the Basileus Basil, who received them kindly and car- 
ried them to Constantinople, where they were absorbed 
into the Byzantine nobility and Maria was made "a gird- 
led Patrician." Of the daughters, Catherine became the 
wife of the Basileus Isaac Comnenus and died without is- 
sue. One of the sons, Prusian, became the Strategos of 
the Bucellarian Theme and the other, Trajan, was the 
maternal grandfather cf the Augusta, Irene Dukas, wife 
cf the Basileus Alexius Comnenus, from which marriage 
the descent of Edward III and of Queen Philippa is de- 
rived. 

Such, in brief, is the story of the last days of the 
First Bulgarian Empire, as told by the Byzantine histo- 
rians John Skylitzes and George Cedreus, who lived in 
the middle of the eleventh century; and such is the ac- 
count given by Runciman in his great work, The First 
Bulgarian Empire (London, 1930). 

The researches of Prof. Adontz compel us to revise 
this story to a considerable extent. The modern histo- 
rians have relied largely on the account of Cedreus, 
whose narrative of Bulgarian affairs is confused and 
chronologically faulty. For the statement that Samuel, 
David, Moses and Aaron were brothers, they have relied 
upon two documents, the Charter of Pincius and the List 
of Zographos (a list of Bulgarian Tsars) bearing the 
date 99. Prof. Adontz shows that the first of these 
documents was a fabrication of the sixteenth century, 
and that the second was drawn up, not in 994, but at the 
end of the eighteenth century or early in the nineteenth. 

On the other hand, modern historians have discounted 
the factual accounts of the Armenian historian Aslik, 
who was a contemporary writer, and of the Arabian histo- 
rian, Yahya ibn Sa'id ibn Yahya al Antaki, who wrote 
somewhat later, but from excellent contemporary sources. 
Their accounts differ considerably from that of Cedreus. 
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According to As#ik, Samuel and David were two Armenian 
brothers, sons of a certain Nicholas and his wife Rip- 
sim& who lived in the canton of Derfan on the Euphrates. 
They entered the service of the Basileus as officers of 
a regiment of Armenian mercenaries. While serving in 
Thrace they deserted to the Bulgarians, where Samuel 
soon became the leader of the Bulgarian resistance and 
was the trusted minister of Roman-Simeon who had become 
the Bulgarian Tsar. 

Upon the death of Roman in 997/8, Samuel seized the 
tsarship and held it until his death in 101), when he 
was succeeded by his son Gabriel. It is to be noted 
that As#ik was in a position to have accurate informa- 
tion on the subject, as he was on friendly terms with 
the monks of Xlajon, in the neighborhood whence Samuel 
and David came, and received from them material for his 
history. His account is further confirmed by the in- 
scription of Tsar Samuel, recently discovered, to the 
memory of his "father Nicholas and his mother Ripsimé 
and his brother David in the year of the Creation 6501, 
Induction VI" (i.e., 992/3). This evidence indicates 
that Tsar Samuel had but one brother, David, and that we 
must look elsewhere for the parentage of Aaron and Moses. 
The Arabian historian Yahya, in recording the murder of 
Tsar Gabriel by John Vladislav, distinctly states that 
the latter's father Aaron "belonged to the race, which 
had ruled Bulgaria," that is, the old race of Khan Krum. 

Prof. Soave points out that, in all probability, 
Aaron and Moses were the sons of John, the third son of 
Tsar Simeon, who had retired to Constantinople and mar- 
ried an Armenian lady, which would account for the non- 
Bulgarian, Armenian names of his two sons, and that fur- 
ther John Vladislav, as was quite common, was named for 
his grandfather John. He suggests that they had return- 
ed to Bulgaria from Constantinople with their cousins 
Boris and the eunuch Roman-Simeon, and that Aaron was 
murdered by Samuel to remove a rival of the old line for 
the tsarship, which he was planning to seize upon the 
death of the eunuch Tsar Roman. 
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THE WHEELERS OF BEDFORDSHIRE AND NEW ENGLAND 


By John Insley Coddington, of Arlington, Virginia 


The Wheeler family flourished for generations in the 
adjoining parishes of Cranfield and Salford, located in 
the western part of Bedfordshire, on the border of Buck- 
inghamshire. The Wheelers of Concord, Mass., and Fair- 
field, Conn., certainly came from this stock, while the 
Wheelers of Milford and Stratford, Conn., almost cer- 
tainly did likewise. The wife of Thomas Halsey of Long 
Island was a Cranfield Wheeler, and certain other Whee- 
ler families in New England were most probably of the 
same connection. Moreover, the Grumman (Grumant, Gro- 
ment) family of Fairfield and the Letten (Lettin, Let- 
tyne, Latting) family of Concord, Fairfield, and later 
of Long Island, both of which families were related to 
and associated with the Wheelers, likewise came from 
Cranfield and Salford. The present writer expects to 
discuss the Grumman and Letten families in later arti- 
cles in The American Genealogist. 

It is proposed to publish a series of articles on the 
Wheeler families. The first of these articles, below, 
relates to the Wheelers of Salford, who were ancestral 
to the Grumman family of Fairfield. The precise rela- 
tionship of the Salford Wheelers to the several groups 
of Wheelers who lived contemporaneously at Cranfield 
has not yet been established. 

The second article will give the Wheeler entries from 
the Cranfield registers, correcting and amplifying the 
fragmentary and partly incorrect statements that have 
appeared in some earlier publications. It is hoped to 
follow this with Wheeler wills from English sources and 
with a definitive pedigree of the Cranfield Wheeler 
groups and perhaps three generations of their American 
descendants, in the compilation of whicn the present 
writer has been promised the collaboration of others 
who have studied and collected records of the family.

Addendum: Aaron Hine [No. 7, vii; Vol. 26, p. 11k], 
born at Milford, Conn., 26 Mar. 1732, died at Orange, 
Conn., 7 Oct. 1813 in bona yr. The Census of the North 
Milford (later Orange) Church, taken by the minister in 
1805, enters Aaron Hine with birth-date 14 Mar. 1732 
(evidently intended for the Old Style date), and adds 
his date of death. Below him are entered Aaron Hine, 
Jr., born 25 Mar. 1777, with his wife Bethia Hitchcock, 
born 19 June 1784, and their children with births, also 
the later notation that this family removed to Tall- 
madge, Ohio; and Abraham Hine, born 16 Nov. 1775, with 
his wife Abigail Elton, born the same date, and their 
children with births, and the later notation that this 
family also removed to Tallmadge, Ohio. 

It must be understood that the foregoing is not an 
attempt to write a definitive account of the early gen- 
erations of the Hine family, but merely to aid future 
genealogists of the family by making available consider- 
able data additional to what appeared in the early gen- 
ealogy of the family published over fifty years ago. 
Much of this information was picked up almost incident- 
ally while working on cognate families. It could be 
greatly expanded in certain branches by further re- 
search in many sources now readily available. 

One further item: The miscellaneous unplaced rec- 
ords at the end of the Hine genealogy give the family 
of a Philander Hine and his wife Harriet Brockett (born 
lk Dec. 1816, died 1886), and this Philander is entered 
as son of a Daniel Hine of Wallingford, of unlocated 
ancestry. Records of the First Church of Wallingford, 
Conn., contain the marriage on 18 Dec. 1805 of "Daniel 
Hinds of Saybrook" to Sarah Janes. 


THE HUBBARD FAMILY OF GLASTONBURY, CONN. 


By Donald Lines Jacobus, M.A., F.4.S.G. 


The_Glastonbury family of Hubbard descends from 
George~ Hubbard of Guilford through his son John< Hub- 
bard of Wethersfield and grandson John} Hubbard of Glas- 
tonbury. The account of this branch of the family in 
One Thousand Years of Hubbard History is confused and 
in part inaccurate. Some incidental study of this fam- 
ily had to be made in connection with Glastonbury fami- 
lies which the present writer is compiling for Edgar F. 
Waterman, Esq., of Hartford, Conn., and we are indebted 
to him for permission to publish the data thus collect- 
ed. Some additional research has been done by the writ- 
er to make the article somewhat more complete; the re- 
search, however, has been far from exhaustive.

The death of his widow is entered in Eastbury church 
records under date of 28 Nov. 1783: "The Wife of Esq?

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There can be little doubt that Tsaac Eubbard's first 
wife was the Sarah caughter of Richard Smithsen who was 
baptized at Wethersfield, 20 Aug. 170). As already in- 
dicated, her mother was Dorothy, who became the second 
wife of Rev. Timothy Stevens. On 3 July 1724, Rev. Mr. 
Timothy Stevens of "Glasingbery & MTS Doroty Steuens 
his wife," quitclaimed land in Hebron "laid out to y® 
sd MTS Doroty Steuens by ye name of m™§ Doroty Smith- 
send or by any other mane [sic]" [Hebron Deeds, 1:35l]. 
This proves that Dorothy's former name had been Smith- 
sen, and since the age at death of Isaac Hubbard's wife 
Sarah agrees with the baptismal year of Sarah Smithsen, 
and Mrs. Stevens called Isaac Hubbard her son-in-law 
and made her "grandson," the younger Isaac Hubbard, her 
chief heir, we conclude that the identity is establish- 
ed.

David Hubbard gave bond, Feb. 1806, with his surety, 
William Henry Turner. 

There were no surviving children by the first wife, 
Mercy Leete. The will of her father, Caleb Leete of 
Guilford, dated 10 Apr. 1758, proved 6 Jan. 1761, named 
only his three daughters Mary, Dorothy and Rachel, and 
the husbands of the two married daughters; and when the 
unmarried daughter, Mary Leete, died in 1772, her two 
sisters Dorothy and Rachel were the only heirs [Guilford 
Probate Records, 8:236; 12:100]. 

Certain printed sources state that Jonathan had a 
wife before Sarah (Smith) Forbes named Nancy Lester, but 
no evidence has been found, and as this statement seems 
to have been based on family records, it is possible 
that an original entry, "Marcy Leete," was misread as 
"Nancy Lester." These printed sources give the name of 
the wife Sarah (Smith) Forbes, and that is confirmed by 
her father's will.

Note on John Hubbard of Windsor, Conn. It will be 
noted that John Hubbard (No. 2, ii, above) lived for a 
time in Windsor, Conn., thourh he does not seem to have 
remained there. There was already a John Ilubbard fam- 
ily in Windsor; some vital reccrds relating to this fam- 
ily may be seen in Volume 2 of Stiles's History of An- 
cient Windsor. The Hubbard probate of this period per- 
tains to this older Hubbard family, not to the John Hub- 
bard who was from Glastonbury. A brief mention of this 
probate is here appended, as an aid to those who may be 
interested in the Hubbards of Windsor. 

The will of John Hubbard of Windsor [Hartford Probate 
District, File 2948], dated 7 Jan. 1773, proved 11 Mar. 
1775, names son Nathaniel, who was to have the dwelling 
house, etc.; daughter Hannah wife of Jonathan "Bidwil";

Distribution was made, 17 Oct. 1765, to the Widow 
"Mrs. Hannah Palmer alias Hubbard," to eldest son John, 
to Timothy, Joab, Oliver, Hannah wife of James Webster, 
Agness, and Deidemia.
